The Main Advantage Is Still With the 


M ill Ownsrp—Numbsr of Men Out

tions—All Sore at Western Men. 


Pittsburg. Aug. 14.—Neither 
side 
moved decisively during the day on 
the great Industrial conflict between 
employers and employee In the steel 
trade, and the result is still In the bal­ 
ance. 
The strikers made gains at 
Pittsburg, McKeesport. Wheeling and 
Belial re. In the past 24 hours, but In 
the mata the advantage Is still with 
the mill ewners. Both sides claim to 
he prepsrtag moves that will bring 
confusion to opponents, but neither 
side has shown its hand. The general 
situation can he briefly summarised 
aa follows: 
Ten men, five of them skilled, quit 
at the lower Union mill of the Car­ 
negie company in Pittsburg and Joined 
the strikers. 
Their defection repre­ 
sented the first break to the Carnegie 
forces of more than IS,000 men. 
The 
strikers were jubilant over the inci­ 
dent, but the company claims to have 
filled their places at once and thert, 
wlU be no more desertions at any of 
the plants. 
The Bellaire plant, at which the 
men struck on Sunday, has 
finally 
closed down. 
When another 
start 
will be made is problematical. 
Sev­ 
eral hundred boys, employed at the 
National tube werka at McKeesport, 
went out during the night and day 
and their action materially aided the 
efforts of the strikers to finally tie the 
plant up. The works are going ahead 
short handed, but the ranks of the 
workers are thinning and the supply 
of material is limited. 
The strikers 
made gains at Wheeling and the steel 
officials admitted that Benwood would 
be closed down. 
Clark’s mill here Is 
moving along full handed, Lindsay A 
McCutcbeon's Is operating 
with a 
small crew and the managers 
are 
planning to open Painter s mill and 
lacrease the force at Lindsay A Me- 
Cuteheon's. A 
Break In ths Ranks 
of the men who struck at Painter's Is 
expected but the strike 
managers 
deny that one will occur. 
Another 
break is reported as possible at New 
Caatle, hut there are as yet no posi­ 
tive Indications of it. The American 
Tin Plate company has a small force 
at the Crescent plant In Cleveland 
and is also planning resumption at 
other points with non-union men. The 
Steel corporallo has ordered that the 
Chartfers plant at Carnegie be die* 
macntied and removed to Leechhttrf. 
So far good order has prevailed, 
although the steel officials assert that 
there has been intimidation at Wheel­ 
ing. McKeesport and Pittsburg. 
The number of men out as a result 
of the strike orders Is placed at €2.000. 
Many strikers have found work In 
Independent mills or at other occupa­ 
tion» and many are Idle merely be­ 
cause the skilled men are out. 
The Steel corporation held its own 
at Chicago, Joliet#, Bay view. Youngs­ 
town, Columbus, the KtskJmenU» Val­ 
ley and the Carnegie group with the 
exception of the Instance named. Th- 
strikers are considering

lies mainly with the woodsmen, who 
are in the habit of leaving their 
camp after they have been exposed, j 
in some cases without their pay, * 
rather than submit to a quarantine, j 
and the main discussion was over the 
way to k**ep them from carrying the 
discase. 


One of the regulations suggested 
by Dr. Bracken was that in eon nee- j 
lion with every camp a building 
should be constructed, or a double I 
wall tent, which should be used for I 
the reception of any employees who 
became sick with any contagious dis­ 
ease or any disease that was appar- ! 
ently contagious. 
Dr. Bracken said 
that he understood that most of the 
lumber camps throughout the state 
had provided such places for the care | 
of the sick. 
If the proprietors of the 
lumber camps would take immediate 
action in every case where smallpox 
was suspected, a great deal of ex­ 
pense and trouble could Ik * saved. 
He says tliat it has lieen th** prac­ 
tice in some camps the minutes man 
shows signs of weakness to pay him 
off and send him away, 
ll** thinks 
that if they hold back his pay and 
keep him iucam p until the nature of 
his disease is discovered, that fewer 
men with smallpox would lie turned 
loose on the community. 
“ As I understand it,” -ays 
Dr. 
Bracken, “ if a man gets smallpox 
some of the companies will give him 
his time aud he will go to city where 
he can spend his money. 
The First 
place he strikes is a saloon. 
Here 
he slavs until all his money is gone 
and then the saloonkeeper telephone# 
the board of health that lie has a 
case of smallpox. They are compelled 
to take him and k**ep him at the 


expense of the community, whereas 


if his discase is reported before he 
gets a chance to spend his money he 
will be able to pay for his care aud 
treatment.

The Meeting of Health Officers 
And Lumbermen Bein£ 
Held in Duluth. 


The meeting of the health officers, 
lumbermen and others called at Du­ 
luth yesterday was quite largely at­ 
tended. 
Dr. Bracken stated the object of 
the meeting and considerable busi­ 
ness was transacted. 
He said that 
the danger of a smallpox epidemic 
lies mainly with the woodsmen, who 
are in the habit of leaving their 
camp after they have been exposed, 
in some cases without their pay, 
rather than submit to a quarantine, 
and the main discussion was over the 
way to keep them from carrying the 
disease. 
One of the regulations suggested 
by Dr. Bracken was that in connec­ 
tion with every camp a building 
should be constructed, or a double 
wall tent, which should be used for 
the reception of any employees who 
became sick with any contagious dis­ 
ease or any disease that was appar­ 
ently contagious. 
Dr. Bracken said 
that he understood that most of the 
lumber camps throughout the state 
had provided such places for the care 
of the sick. 
lf the proprietors of the 
lumber camps would take immediate 
action in every case where smallpox 
was suspected, a great deal of ex­ 
pense and trouble could be saved. 
He says that it has been th** prac­ 
tice in some camps the minutea man J 
shows signs of weakness to pay bim 
off and send him away. 
He thinks 
that if they hold back his pay and 
keep him in camp until the nature of 
his disease is discovered, that fewer [ 
men with smallpox would be turned 
loose on the community. 
“As I understand it,” says Dr. j 
Bracken, “if a man gets smallpox j 
some of the companies will give him j 
his time and he will go to city where 
he can spend his money. The first 
place he strikes is a saloon. 
Here 
he stays until all his money is gone 
and then tin* saloonkeeper telephones 
the board of health that lie has a 
ease of smallpox. They are compelled 
to take him and keep him at the ! 
expense of the community, whereas j 


if his disease is reported before he 
gets a chance to spend his money he I 
will be able to pay for his care aud J 
treatment. 
This is only a fair pro- I 
position and instead of turning the 
patient loose with his time cheek, the 
companies should notify the prosier ! 
authorities. ” 
A lumberman expressed his opin­ 
ion that the bret way out of the diffi- I 
cully would be to require camp owners !

The meeting of the health officer», 
lumbermen and others called at Du­ 
luth yesterday was quite largely at­ 
tended. 
Dr. Bracken stated the object of 
the meeting and considerable busi­ 
ness was transacted. 
He said that 
the clanger of a smallpox epidemic 
lies mainly with the woodsmen, who 
are in the habit of leaving their 
camp after they have been exposed, 
in some cases without their pay, 
rather than submit to a quarantine, 
and the main discussion was over the 
way to keep them from carrying the 
disease. 
One of the regulations suggested 
by Dr. Bracken was that in connec­ 
tion with every camp a building 
should be constructed, or a double 
wall tent, which should be used for 
the reception of any employees who 
became sick with any contagious dis­ 
ease or any disease that was appar­ 
ently contagious. Dr. Bracken said 
that be understood that most of the 
lumber camps throughout the state 
had provided such places for the care 
of the sick. If the proprietors of tbs 
lumber camps would take immediate 
action in every case where smallpox 
was suspected, a great deal of ex­ 
pense and trouble could be saved. 
He says that it has been the prac­ 
tice in some camps the minutea man 
shows signs of weakness to pay him 
off and send him away. 
He thinks 
that if they hold hack his pay and 
keep him in camp until the nature of 
his disease is discovered, that fewer 
men with smallpox would to turned 
loose on the community. 
“As I understand it,” says Dr. 
Brackeu, "if a man gets smallpox 
some of the companies wilt give him 
his time and he will go to city where 
he can spend hit money. The first 
place to strikes is a saloon. 
Here 
to stars until all hi* money is gone 
and then the saloonkeeper telephones 
the board of health that lie baa a 
case of smallpox. They are compelled 
to take him and keep him at the 
expense of the community, whereas 


if his disease is reported before he 
gets a chance to spend his money he 
will to able to pay for his care and 
treatment. This is only a fair pro­ 
position and instead of turning the 
patient loose with his time check, tto 
companies should notifly the proper 
j authorities. ” 
A lumberman expressed hit opin­ 
ion that the best way out of the diffi­ 
culty would to to require camp owners 
to employ none out vaccinated men 
in the campa, providing vaccination 
is a preventive. 
Dr. Bracken re­ 
plied that be thought that decidedly 
vaccination was a preventive. 
He 
said that vaccination, isolation and 
disinfection were the three things 
that woud stamp out the disease. 
In speaking of the vaccination 
among the 
school 
children, Dr. 
Bracken said that a great many were 
vaccinated 
before the objections 
raised rose to serious proportions. 
The attorney general ruled that no 
general order could to given except 
in cases of epidemic. 
Dr. Bracken 
has seen the attorney general, who 
has decided that an epidemic exists 
throughout the state of Minnesota, 
consequently Dr. Bracken gave the 
order. 
During the discussion Dr. Bracken 
stated that there were &XM cases in 
the state left fall and 29 deaths.
